ARTICLE   I. 

NABIE. 


This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Boston 
Atpiletic  Association. 

ARTICLE   II. 

OBJECT. 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  encourage 
all  manly  sports,  and  promote  physical  culture. 

ARTICLE   III. 

,  MEMBERSHIP. 

The  membership  of  this  Association  shall  be  limited 
to  such  number,  not  exceeding  two  thousand  active 
members  and  two  hundred  and  fifty  non-resident  mem- 
bers, as  the  Governing  Committee  may  from  time  to 
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time  determine.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  mem- 
bership who  is  under  eighteen  years  of  age  at  the  time 
of  his  election. 

None  but  active  or  life  members  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  or  be  eligible  to  office. 

Termination  of  active  or  life  membership,  from  any 
cause  whatsoever,  shall  operate  as  a  release  of  all 
right  or  title  to,  or  interest  in,  the  property  and  assets 
of  the  Association. 

Persons  under  eighteen  years  of  age,  or  persons 
temporarily  residing  in  Boston  or  vicinity,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  the  Association,  under 
such  rales  and  regulations  as  the  Governing  Committee 
may  prescribe. 


BOXING. 


The  boxing  interest  of  the  Boston  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation is  very  much  like  a  gold-mine,  in  that  the  leads 
which  come  to  the  surface,  good  in  themselves,  indi- 
cate a  more  valuable  deposit  below.  For  each  contest- 
ant who  presents  himself  in  the  ring  to  battle  for  Club 
honors,  there  are  many  who,  deeply  interested  in  the 
art  and  actively  engaged  in  its  pursnit,  content  them- 
selves with  displaying  their  skill  only  in  the  presence 
of  their  friends.  Without  wishing  to  comment  unfavor- 
ably on  those  who  have  had  the  courage  to  battle  for 
the  valuable  trophies  presented  by  the  Club,  it  may  be 
said  that  it  is  not  always  the  cleverest  and  best  boxers 
who  enter  the  competitions. 

It  is  a  lamentable  fact,  as  a  resume  of  the  winter's 
sport  will  show,  that  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  entries  for 
the  different  events.  The  many  walkovers  in  the 
various  classes  will  accentuate  this  fact  very  strongly. 

The  winter  season  of  boxing  opened  on  the  evening 
of  December  23,  1889,  when  the  Club  championships 
were  held  before  a  large  audience,  which  plainly 
showed  that  the  Club  members  took  a  marked  interest 
in  the  art  of  self-defence. 

The  first  event,  feather-weight  sparring,  was  a  walk- 
over ;   and  Mr.  J.  C.  Robinson,  the    only  entry,  was 
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awarded  the  cup  and  championship,  —  an  easily-won 
houor,  which,  however,  he  richly  deserved  for  his  soli- 
tary courage. 

The  light-weight  championship  went  by  default  to 
Mr.  F.  R.  Peters,  as  his  only  opponent,  Mr.  A.  P. 
Hunt,  was  suddenly  taken  down  with  "La  Grippe." 
There  was  much  disappointment  over  the  failure  of  this 
event  to  materialize,  as  the  contestants  had  each  many 
adherents,  were  evenly  matched,  and  had  at  other  times 
proved  themselves  possessed  of  skill  and  strength  suffi- 
cient to  place  them  in  the  finals  wdth  the  best  of 
amateurs.  Mr.  Peters  gave,  with  instructor  Ferris,  a 
very  clever  exhibition  of  science,  wiiich,  while  it  pleased 
the  audience,  only  made  them  more  conscious  of  what 
Mr.  Hunt's  illness  had  caused  them  to  miss. 

The  welter-weight  championship  event  was  interesting 
as  an  exhibition  of  natural  fighting.  Mr.  H.  F. 
Amsden,  tall  and  thin,  was  matched  against  Mr.  J. 
Stickney,  who  was  short  and  stout.  The  contest  was 
one  of  give-and-take  from  the  beginning,  and  vesultedj 
in  a  victory  for  Mr.  Amsden,  who  proudly  bore  awa^ 
the  title  of  Welter- Weight  Champion  of  the  Bostoi 
Athletic  Association. 

For  the  middle-Aveight  championship  there  were 
entries,  Mr.  E.  C.  Ellis  and  Mr.  R.  AVainwright. 
Ellis,  whom  it  will  be  no  offence  to  call  an  old-tinn 
showed  that  he  had  not  taken  an  interest  in  boxing 
so  many  years  without  benellting    by  his  experiei 
His  work  was  very  clever  and  scientific,  but  he  lacl/  J/j. 
the  training  and  strength  of  his  more  youthful  oi 
nent,  Mr.  Wainwright,  who  received  the  award  aaclK  ^of, 
championship.    .  f/fr,. 
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The  last  event,  the  heavy-weight,  was  a  walkover  for 
Mr.  D.  W".  Shea. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  season  was  the  open  com- 
petition held  January  15,  1890.  This  meeting,  which 
was  open  to  Harvard,  Institute  of  Technology,  and 
Boston  Athletic  Association,  was  looked  forward  to  with 
a  great  deal  of  interest,  for  it  was  expected  that  the 
long-deferred  and  much-talked-about  contest  between 
Hunt  and  Peters  would  come  off ;  but  disappointment 
was  once  more  in  store  for  the  Club.  Shortly  before 
the  meeting,  Mr.  Peters,  while  running  in  New  York, 
injured  his  leg  so  severely  as  to  preclude  the  possibility 
of  training,  and  once  more  the  great  event  of  the  season 
went  by  the  board. 

Although  the  competition  was  an  open  one,  the 
number  of  entries  was  very  small,  and,  as  usual,  walk- 
overs were  numerous.  In  the  125-pound  class  Mr.  H, 
L.  Dodge  of  Harvard  was  the  only  entry,  and  he  was 
awarded  the  cup.  Mr.  Grew  of  the  Boston  Athletic 
Association  consented  to  give  an  exhibition  with  Mr. 
Dodge,  and  the  three  rounds  were  replete  with  scien- 
tific hitting. 

Mr.  Hunt,  the  only  entry  for  the  light-weight  class, 
received  the  cup,  and  gave  an  exhibition,  with  his 
teacher,  which  proved  him  to  be  an  extremely  clever 
boxer,  and  served  to  raise  the  expectations  of  the 
audience  for  the  time  when  he  and  Mr.  Peters  should 
settle  the  mooted  point  of  superiority. 

Mr.  H.  S.  McPherson  of  Harvard,  the  only  entry  in 
he  feather-weight  class,  was  awarded  a  cup. 

For  the  middle-weight,  Mr.  Bacon,  H.  L.  S.,  and 
[r.  Kuhn,  Harvard,  appeared.     The  contest  was  inter- 
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esting  ;  but  after  the  first  round  Mr.  Kuhn  showed  a 
decided  superiority,  and  was  awarded  the  cup. 

For  the  heavy-weight  contest  Mr.  D.  W.  Shea,  the 
Club  champion,  had  a  walkover. 

On  March  12,  1890,  an  exhibition  of  friendly  boxing 
was  held ;  no  cups,  except  for  two  special  events,  were 
given,  and  yet  the  contests  were  spirited  and  interesting. 

Messrs.  Manchester  and  Lincoln,  Messrs.  Bell  and 
Robinson,  Messrs.  Gassett  and  Austin,  and  Johnny 
Murphy  and  a  pupil,  all  gave  clever  illustrations  of 
agility  and  science  as  distinguished  from  "slugging." 
During  the  evening  Mr.  Grew,  B.  A.  A.,  and  Mr. 
Dodge,  Harvard,  contended  for  a  special  cup  offered 
by  Dr.  Appleton. 

Dodge  had  the  advantage  of  reach,  and  seemed  to  be 
in  better  condition  than  his  opponent,  who,  however, 
was  superior  in  fighting.  The  contest  was  closely 
fought ;  and  though  the  hitting  was  hard  and  deter- 
mined, it  was  in  no  wise  brutal,  for  each  contestant  was 
well  grounded  in  the  science,  and  exchanged  good, 
clean  hits.  A  fourth  round  was  necessary  to  decide 
the  contest,  which  was  awarded  to  Mr.  Dodge. 

The  last  event  of  the  evening,  for  a  special  cup,  was 
one  anxiously  awaited  by  a  large  audience.  Mr.  F.  G. 
Curtis,  B.  A.  A.,  was  to  meet  Mr.  D.  W.  Shea,  the 
Club  champion  heavy-weight.  Unfortunately  Mr. 
Curtis  had  his  shoulder  dislocated  in  the  first  round  ; 
and,  as  he  was  unable  to  come  to  time  for  the  second 
round,  the  contest  was  given  to  Mr.  Shea. 

As  two  attempts  to  bring  Mr.  Hunt  and  Mr.  Peters 
together  had  failed,  it  was  finally  decided  to  offer  a 
special  cup  to  be  contested  for,  April  16,  1890  ;  but  at 
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this  time,  as  at  the  others,  fate  seemed  determined  to 
prevent  a  meeting,  for  Mr.  Hunt  was  taken  sick  and 
could  not  train.  An  invitation  was  sent  to  Mr.  T.  F. 
Baxter  of  Brookline  asking  him  to  take  Mr.  Hunt's 
place.  Mr.  Baxter,  who  was  anxious  to  make  a  record 
for  himself,  consented,  and  the  contest  was  set  down 
for  April  30th  ;  but  again  fate  interposed  by  causing 
Mr.  Baxter  to  be  so  badly  injured  in  a  base-ball  game, 
two  days  before  the  contest,  as  to  prevent  his  appear- 
ance. The  Club  and  Mr.  Peters,  who  had  been  in 
training  all  winter,  seemed  doomed  to  another  and  a 
final  disappointment,  till  Mr.  Bart.  Flaherty  gallantly 
but  foolislil}',  for  he  had  but  one  day's  training,  volun- 
teered to  take  Mr.  Baxter's  place. 

The  first  round  of  the  contest  was  as  fine  an  exhi- 
bition of  clever  fighting  as  has  been  seen  in  the  Club. 
Mr.  Flaherty  proved  himself  to  be  an  expert  hitter  ;  but 
it  was  impossible  for  him,  in  his  poor  condition,  to  stand 
the  sledge-hammer  blows  of  Mr.  Peters,  who  was 
awarded  the  contest  in  the  second  round,  Mr.  Flaherty 
being  unable  to  continue. 

Although  the  number  of  entries  was  not  large  in  any 
of  the  boxing  events,  the  contests  show  that  the  Club 
has  several  men  who  are  well  fitted,  by  science  and 
strength,  to  uphold  its  honOr  on  foreign  fields.  Mr. 
Hunt  and  Mr.  Peters  both  rank  high  as  light-weights  or 
welter-weights,  and  Mr.  Shea  and  Mr.  Curtis  would 
hold  their  own  bravely  in  any  field  of  amateur  heavy- 
weights. To  these  may  be  added  Mr.  Austin,  middle- 
weight, and  Mr.  Doherty,  heavy-weight,  neither  of 
whom  took  part  in  the  competitions  during  the  winter, 
although   they  have   both   made   reputations    at  other 
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times.  All  of  these  men,  and  no  doubt  others,  would 
be  fit  to  represent  the  Club  in  any  open  competition. 

The  history  of  the  boxing  meetings  of  the  Club  show 
two  things  plainly  :  first,  that  there  is  a  very  general 
and  enthusiastic  interest  in  boxing,  for  no  other 
meetings  bring  out  such  large  audiences  ;  second,  that 
the  number  of  members  who  will  fit  themselves  for  com- 
petitions is  very  small.  This  is  due,  not  to  any  lack 
of  interest  in  boxing  as  an  art,  but  to  the  fact  that  few 
have  enough  enthusiasm  to  induce  them  to  train  for 
several  weeks,  and  then  to  lay  themselves  liable  to  black 
eyes  and  bruised  faces. 

Boxing  nowadays  has  come  to  the  point  that  every 
three-round  go  for  a  prize  is  nothing  less  than  a  fight, 
in  which  the  most  enduring,  the  strongest,  and  the 
cleverest  man  will  win.  It  would  be  impossible,  and  in 
fact  undesirable,  to  do  away  with  such  competitions, 
for  it  is  beyond  argument  that  the  training  for  and 
experience  of  such  contests  is,  as  a  rule,  beneficial.  It 
cannot  be  denied  that  the  object  of  boxing  is  mainly  to 
enable  one  to  defend  himself  and  to  use  up  his  oppo- 
nent. The  present  method  of  boxing,  then,  is  the 
legitimate  outcome  of  the  intent  and  tendency  of  box- 
ing, and  as  such  it  should  be  given  full  praise  and  assist- 
tance.  In  this  on-rushing  wave  of  fighting-boxing, 
there  is,  however,  danger  that  the  science  itself  may  be 
swallowed  up.  Something  should  be  done,  therefore, 
to  encourage  boxing  simply  as  a  science,  to  eliminate 
from  it  the  features  of  mere  "  slugging,"  and  to  place  it 
upon  the  same  plane  now  held  by  fencing,  in  order  that 
those  who  would  be  glad  to  show  their  skill  as  clever 
boxers,  but  who  do  not  wish  to  pose  as  fighters,  might 
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have  a  chance  to  come  out.  This  need  not  interfere 
with  ordinary  boxing,  which  could  and  should  still  go 
on.  If  rules  could  be  formulated  to  encourage  scien- 
tific boxing,  the  effect  upon  ordinary  boxing  would  be 
very  beneficial,  for  it  would  in  time  raise  the  standard 
so  high  that  spectators  might  be  spared  that  most 
harrowing  (to  a  lover  of  genuine  boxing)  sight,  of 
contests  in  which  neither  competitor  knows  more 
than  the  rudiments  of  the  science,  and  into  which 
they  go  solely  on  their  powers  as  "  sluggers."  It  is  not 
the  clever  men  who  make  brutal  exhibitions,  but  the 
novices,  who  go  at  each  other  slap-clash.  Such  exhi- 
bitions, though  they  may  "  make  the  unskilful  laugh, 
cannot  but  make  the  judicious  grieve."  Any  rules 
which  will  raise  the  general  standard  of  the  science  will 
tend  to  remove  these  most  objectionable  features  of 
boxing,  and  make  all  contests  what  they  are  intended 
to  be,  — trials  of  skill.

ORIOKET 


An  Eleven  from  the  Club  was  organized  in  a  quiet 
way  in  June,  1889  ;  its  performances  for  that  season 
consisted  in  the  playing  of  three  matches,  of  which 
two  were  won  and  one  lost.  The  results  of  these  have 
already  been  published. 

The  past  season  has  been  a  more  active  one,  but  not 
so  much  so  as  could  have  been  desired  ;  it  was  found 
very  difficult  to  arrange  matches  in  this  vicinity,  but 
another  season  will  see  this  obstacle  overcome. 

Encouraged  by  the  cordial  support  of  the  Committee, 
a  trip  to  New  York  was  planned  and  carried  out,  our 
Eleven  meeting  there  the  teams  of  the  New  Jersey  and 
Berkeley  Athletic  Clubs. 

The  first  match  of  the  season  was  played  May  21st 
at  Fall  River,  with  the  strong  local  club.  Our  team 
was  a  weak  one,  and  having  had  but  little  practice,  the 
match  was  easily  won  by  Fall  River.  Following  this 
came  an  engagement  on  June  8th  with  the  Harvard 
University  Eleven,  which  proved  close  and  interesting. 
Though  the  Boston  Athletic  Association  team  was  de- 
feated by  a  score  of  84  to  68,  they  played  good  cricket ; 
Wright's  score  of  39  was  splendidly  made,  and  his  fine 
bowling  nearly  won  the  game. 

The  team  left  for  New  York  on  June  11th,  and  on 
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the  following  day  met  the  New  Jersey  Athletic  Club 
at  Bergen  Point.  The  weather  proved  unfavorable  for 
cricket,  and  the  Boston  Athletic  Association  team  did 
their  fielding  in  a  drenching  mist,  which  made  the  ball 
very  difficult  to  hold  for  both  bowlers  and  fielders. 

The  match,  however,  was  played  to  an  end,  and  the 
finish  proved  most  exciting,  the  New  Jersey  Club  win- 
ning by  90  runs  to  87. 

Our  team  was  most  hospitably  received  and  cared 
for,  and  the  first  meeting  of  the  Elevens  proved  to  be 
a  most  pleasant  one.  For  Boston  Athletic  Association 
Wright  again  did  good  service  with  his  score  of  26,  and 
was  ably  assisted  by  Haughton,  Presbrey,  and  Bond. 

The  next  day  proved  more  of  a  success  so  far  as 
weather  conditions  were  concerned,  and  the  beautiful 
grounds  of  the  Berkeley  Athletic  Club  at  the  Berkeley 
Oval  looked  their  best. 

Our  Eleven  here  encountered  a  strong  picked  team, 
and  were  beaten  by  a  score  on  the  first  innings  of  90 
to  42.  Our  second  innings  showed  a  different  state  of 
affairs  ;  and  when  time  was  called,  we  had  run  up  a 
score  of  96  for  7  wickets,  with  Wright  and  Bond  well 
set  and  scoring  rapidly.  Haughton,  Tyler,  and  Pres- 
brey played  finely  for  their  scores  of  29,  22,  and  19 
respectively,  and  were  well  backed  up  by  Wright  and 
Bond. 

On  July  3d  the  New  Jersey  Athletic  Club  paid  ,us  a 
return  visit ;  and  this  proved  a  consolation  match  for 
our  team,  who  won  easily  by  a  score  of  125  for  one 
innings,  as  against  107  for  New  Jersey  for  two  innings. 
G-eorge  Wright  once  more  played  finely  for  his  30,  and 
Haughton  splendidly  also  for  22;  Presbrey    with  15, 
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and  Bond  with  10,  again  did  good  work  ;  and  T.  Pettitt 
in  his  only  innings  of  the  season  made  an  excellent  14. 

From  the  cricket  field  the  teams  adjourned  to  the 
Club  House  where  the  New  Jersey  team  had  been 
entered.  The  dinner,  and  the  evening  following, 
passed  off  most  pleasantly.  The  teams  on  this  their 
second  meeting  had  become  better  acquainted ;  and 
as  the  New  Jersey  men  proved  to  be  exceedingly  agree- 
able in  their  role  as  guests,  the  Elevens  parted  with  a 
genuine  regret. 

The  next  meeting  was  with  the  Berkeley  Athletic 
Club  on  July  lltli.  The  visitors  brought  on  a  powerful 
combination,  but  it  proved  unequal  to  the  occasion. 
Our  team  played  with  snap  and  determination  from 
start  to  finish,  and  won  by  the  score  of  77  to  72  on 
the  first  innings.  The  battle  was  squarely  won  by  our 
team,  and  the  result  to  them  was  especially  gratifying. 

George  Wright  again  placed  the  top  score  to  his 
credit  with  19  not  out,  and  his  bowling  fairly  won  the 
match  ;  Button  played  a  wonderfully  plucky  and  useful 
innings  for  16  ;  and  King  put  together  13  in  most 
excellent  form. 

This  proved  to  be  the  last  event  of  the  season,  as  the 
arranged  return  match  versus  Fall  River  was  unplayed, 
on  account  of  rain.

FENCING 


The  word  "  fence,"  as  everybody  knows,  is  but  a 
shortened  form  of  "  defence,"  as  its  French  equivalent, 
"  escrime,"  is  derived  from  the  old  High  German 
'•'■  shirm,"  signifying  "shield." 

It  is  curious  that  both  these  names  should  have  been 
given  to  an  art  from  which,  as  now  practised,  arms  of 
defence  are  absolutely  excluded  ;  the  weapon  of  offence 
serving  a  double  duty. 

Fencing  began  when  man  substituted  the  first  con- 
venient club  for  his  nails  and  teeth ;  and  though  long- 
range  artillery  and  the  Gatling  gun  have  in  large 
measure  done  away  with  its  necessity  in  war,  as  the 
decline  of  the  duel  has  done  away  with  its  necessity  in 
peace,  the  attractive  nature  of  fencing  merely  as  a  form 
of  exercise  is  such  as  to  promise  it  a  long  life  yet. 

Properly  speaking,  fencing  applies  to  every  method 
of  self-defence  with  any  weapon  other  than  a  missile. 
It  includes  the  use  of  the  quarter-staff,  the  cane,  the 
single  stick,  the  bayonet,  the  dagger,  the  sabre,  the 
rapier,  the  duelling  sword,  and  the  foil.  Commonly 
speaking,  however,  the  word  is  used  only  in  connection 
with  the  last  two  weapons  ;  the  first  rigid  and  pointed 
for  actual  service,  the  second  flexible  and  blunted  for 
exercise  and  practice. 
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The  sword  has  never  beeu  a  favorite  weapon  in  the 
Western  Hemisphere.  The  savage  tribes  whom  the 
Spaniards  and  English  found  here  never  used  the  sword, 
the  nearest  approach  being  the  old  Mexican  weapon 
consisting  of  sharp  bits  of  obsidian  set  in  a  club. 
With  the  exception  of  the  sword  with  which  the  Norse 
virago  put  the  Skraelings  to  flight,  and  the  mysterious 
blade  of  Miles  Staudish,  the  weapon  which  till  the 
French  Revolution  distinguished  the  gentleman  from 
the  boor  has  played  no  conspicuous  part,  either  in 
public  fight  or  private  brawl,  in  the  history  of  our 
country.  The  Sword  of  Bunker  Hill,  long  celebrated 
in  song,  could  scarcely  have  been  used  in  what  was 
essentially  a  contest  of  riflemen. 

It  is  absurd  to  take  up  fencing  to-day  with  the  idea 
that  it  will  be  a  directly  useful  accomplishment.  In 
ordinary  life  a  civilized  citizen  of  the  United  States 
has  no  more  need  of  fencing  than  he  has  of  wrestling 
for  the  preservation  of  liis  life.  It  is,  however,  not  to 
be  denied  that,  given  an  umbrella  or  a  stout  stick,  a 
practised  fencer  has  it  in  his  power  to  make  things 
particularly  uncomfortable  for  the  head  and  eyes  of  any 
one  who  may  engage  in  aggressive  altercation  with  him. 

The  chief  advantage  of  learning  to  fence  lies  in  the 
thorough  exercise  of  every  fibre  and  muscle  in  the  body 
and  limbs.  There  is  a  curious  belief  among  the  laity  that 
fencing  develops  only  the  muscles  of  the  right  forearm 
and  wrist,  and  that  it  consists  chiefly  in  poking  a  pad 
of  leather  with  a  bit  of  wire.  Now,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
the  muscles  subjected  to  the  severest  strain  are  those 
of  the  legs,  which  are  never  relaxed  till  the  end  of  the 
bout.     The  first  severe  lesson  in  fencing  usually  has

the  same  effect  on  the  muscles  of  the  thighs  as  the  first 
lesson  in  riding.  Every  good  fencer  is  accustomed  to 
use  either  hand,  thus  equally  developing  both  arms  ; 
otherwise  the  left  arm,  though  in  constant  motion,  is 
not,  of  course,  subjected  to  the  severe  tests  sustained 
by  the  other. 

In  no  form  of  exercise,  except  riding,  does  the 
preservation  of  perfect  balance  become  a  second  nature, 
and  in  none  is  an  erect  carriage  so  quickly  and  perma- 
nently acquired.  The  contracted  limits  of  the  play  of 
the  foil,  and  the  small  size  of  the  weapon,  demand  a 
concentration  of  attention,  an  alertness  of  mental 
action,  and  a  swiftness  of  response,  not  merely  in 
the  muscles  of  the  arms,  legs,  and  body,  but  of  the 
fingers,  that  is  required  in  few  other  athletic  sports. 

Of  course,  in  fencing  with  the  sabre  one  is  liable  to 
get  a  smarting  blow  now  and  then  across  the  legs, 
though  such  blows  do  not  count  in  fencing  contests  ; 
otherwise,  however,  the  head,  hand,  and  body  are 
perfectly  protected  against  those  unlucky  accidents 
which  make  the  devotees  to  other  forms  of  fight- 
ing pay  occasionally  so  dearly  for  their  amusement. 
Possibly  this  immunity  from  bodily  injury  has  some- 
thing to  do  with  the  spirit  of  courtesy  which  is  supposed 
to  prevail  and  usually  does  prevail  at  most  fencing- 
contests. 

Though  to  a  Boston  audience  of  to-day  a  fencing 
contest  may  seem  a  tame  affair,  it  certainly  to  the 
contestants  is  in  the  highest  degree  exciting,  none 
the  less  so  because  it  is  a  sport  in  which  coolness  is  the 
prime  requisite  of  success.  A  bout  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
minutes  between  two  well-matched  antagonists  usually 
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leaves  both  bathed  in  perspiration  from  the  violence 
of  the  exercise. 

Thirty  years  ago  Boston  was  a  noted  fencing  centre. 
The  Boston  Fencing  Club  included  many  of  the  older 
generation  of  to-day's  clubmen,  and  several  of  the 
most  noted  swordsmen  are  to-day  prominent  figures  in 
Boston  society.  Hariier's  Weekly  in  March,  1859, 
published  a  picture  of  one  of  their  meetings  in  Papanti's 
Hall,  prefacing  the  account  as  follows  :  "  The  gentle- 
men of  the  Boston  Fencing  Club  invited  their  friends 
■ —  ko  creme  de  la  creme  in  that  creamiest  of  American 
cities  [fancy  a  New  York  journalist  writing  that 
sentence  to-day]  to  witness  the  sport,  and  never 
was  fairer  audience  gathered  to  see  a  more  pleasing- 
spectacle."  The  account  that  follows,  from  the  Boston 
Courier,  is*  attributed  to  Hon.  George  S.  Hillard,  he 
of  the  "Reader"  fame,  and  is  certainly  not  up  to  the 
standard  of  modern  reporting,  though,  after  a  flattering 
tribute  to  the  ladies  in  the  audience,  it  concludes : 
"  Why  should  she  not  lend  her  inspiring  presence  to 
exercises  which  give  strength  to  the  graceful  and  grace 
to  the  strong?" 

Fencing  in  Boston  languished  after  the  war,  and  a 
dozen  years  ago  was  not  even  very  vigorously  pursued 
at  Harvard,  where  half  a  dozen  "  professors,"  English, 
Italian,  and  American,  have  undertaken  to  teach  the 
art  in  the  last  decade  with  more  or  less  success.  The 
utter  absence  of  all  rules  for  assaults  as  conducted  at 
the  Hemenway  Gymnasium  has  always  been  a  draAv- 
back,  though  fortunately  the  friendliness  and  good 
nature  of  the  contestants  have  always  been  such  as  to 
prevent  any  untoward  results. 
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Fenciug  began  at  the  Boston  Athletic  Association 
almost  with  the  opening  of  the  Clab,  under  the  super- 
vision of  Professor  Joseph  Castaldi,  the  instructor  at 
the  Naval  Training  School  at  Newport.  Certain  mem- 
bers of  the  Club  were  greatly  interested  in  Professor 
Louis  Eondelle,  then  instructor  at  the  Manhattan  Athletic 
Club  in  New  York.  A  contest  was  arranged  to  take 
place  during  the  spring  of  1889  between  these  in- 
structors, which  resulted  in  a  victory  for  M.  Eondelle 
in  foil  and  duelling  sword,  and  for  Sig.  Castaldi  in  the 
broadsword.  The  ensuing  fall  both  men  were  allotted 
separate  hours  by  the  generosity  of  the  Managing  Com- 
mittee, and  at  the  end  of  the  season  it  was  found  that 
a  larger  number  of  those  fencing  preferred  the  instruc- 
tion of  M.  Eondelle,  who  has  since  been  put  in  entire 
charge  of  this  department  of  the  Club. 

M.  Louis  Eondelle  was  born  at  Crepy-en-Valois, 
January  31,  1854.  He  took  part  in  the  campaign  of 
1870-71  as  Zouave,  Garibaldian  Volunteer,  and  Franc- 
Tireur.  He  was  conscripted  and  re-entered  the  service 
in  1875,  in  the  Ninth  Eegiment  of  Chasseurs-a-Cheval. 
Sent  to  the  Fencing  School  of  Joinville-le-Pont  (from 
which  since  1872  all  the  fencing  masters  of  the  French 
Army  must  be  graduated),  he  received  there  his  title 
of  Maitre  d'Armes  (No.  2  in  universal  competition), 
and  was  appointed  instructor  of  fencing  in  the  First 
Eegiment  of  Chasseurs-a-Cheval,  with  the  rank  of 
Brigadier  prevot.  Honorably  dismissed  from  the 
service  in  1879,  he  performed  the  necessary  twenty- 
eight  days  of  active  service  as  a  member  of  the 
reserve  in  October,  1881,  with  the  Eighth  Eegiment 
of    Chasseurs-a-Cheval.     He  arrived  in  New  York  in 
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December,  1881,  and  became  the  professor  first  at  the 
Knickerbocker  Fencing  Club,  and  of  the  Manhattan 
Athletic  Club  until  his  departure  for  Boston,  October, 
1889. 

At  present,  besides  his  post  at  the  Athletic  Associ- 
ation, he  fills  the  position  of  instructor  to  the  Harvard 
Fencing  Club,  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Union,  and 
the  Union  Boat  Club. 

In  the  spring  of  1890  it  was  felt  that  some  internal 
organization  was  necessary  to  encourage  the  sport,  and 
accordingly  "The  Fencers  —  B.  A.  A."  was  formed. 
Any  member  of  the  Association  interested  in  fencing 
is  eligible  for  membership  at  a  nominal  fee.  The  new 
organization  intends  to  take  charge  of  the  fencing 
department,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Governing 
Committee.  It  has  already  succeeded  in  starting  a 
fencing  class  from  among  the  sons  of  members  of  the 
Association,  and  it  hopes  to  secure  from  the  Athletic 
Union  the  adoption  of  a  code  of  rules  adapted  by  M. 
Rondelle  from  the  rules  of  the  French  Academy,  which 
are  intended  to  secure  greater  satisfaction  to  the  con- 
testants than  those  governing  the  national  contests  as 
now  held  in  New  York.  During  the  season  of  1889-90 
there  were  but  two  fencing  contests,  both  with  foils  : 
one  for  the  Club  championship  on  December  23,  1889, 
and  one  open  to  Harvard  and  the  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology on  January  15,  1890.  There  were,  however, 
besides  these  a  number  of  exhibitions,  including  one 
on  Ladies'  Day,  with  single  stick,  sabre,  and  foil,  in 
which  the  instructors  and  members  of  the  Association 
took  part. 
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The  following  editorial  article  in  Harper's  on  that 
old  Boston  Club  of  a  generation  ago  concludes  :  "  The 
example  of  Boston  may  be  profitably  imitated  by  the 
rest  of  the  country.  There  is  no  healthier  sport  than 
fencing."     There  is  no  healthier  sport  than  fencing. 

It  may  still  be  prescribed  as  an  antidote  for  melan- 
choly, though  we  can  hardly  class  it,  as  old  Burton  did, 
with  foot-ball,  as  "the  common  recreation  of  the 
country  folks."

FOOT-BALL 


Foot-Ball,  though  a  rather  rough  sport,  aud  a  game 
requu'ing  more  practice  and  training  than  the  average 
business  man  can  devote  to  pastime,  has  been  a  very 
successful  branch  of  athletics  at  the  Boston  Athletic 
Association  since  its  organization.  The  first  year  the 
team  played  eight  games  with  schools  and  smaller 
colleges,  winning  four,  losing  two,  and  tying  two.  The 
second  year  (the  one  just  passed)  has  been  still  more 
successful,  the  Eleven  having  played  a  stronger  set  of 
teams,  including  the  New  York  Athletic  Club,  and  have 
but  one  defeat  to  mar  their  eight  victories. 

The  Boston  Athletic  Association  has  arranged  an 
annual  game  with  the  New  York  Athletic  Club,  to  be 
played  alternately  in  New  York  and  Boston.  The 
first  game  was  played  in  New  York  on  Election  Day, 
November  4,  1800,  and  resulted  in  a  decisive  victory, 
for  us  by  the  score  of  34  to  0,  —  certainly  a  very 
auspicious  beginning. 

In  1891,  when  the  New  York  Athletic  Club  team 
come  to  Boston,  we  expect  to  have  a  still  stronger 
Eleven  in  the  field,  and  a  game  well  worth  seeing  may 
be  looked  for,  as  our  opponents,  smarting  under 
defeat,  have  already  signified  their  intention  of  bringing 
on  a  team  in  every  respect  able  to  uphold  the  prestige 
of  their  famous  athletic  organization. 
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Our  Eleven  is  composed  of  hoiia-Jide  members,  aud 
not  foot-ball  stars  rung  in  by  hook  or  crook  to  repre- 
sent the  Association,  as  so  many  clubs  are  doing  to-day 
in  other  branches  of  athletics.  The  men  have  cheer- 
fully given  up  their  time  and  pleasure  for  the  good  of 
the  Eleven,  every  individual  having  gone  into  active 
training. 

It  has  been  rather  difficult  to  play  the  same  Eleven 
right  through  the  season,  as  this  man  or  that  man  has 
been  called  away  for  a  day  or  week  by  business  obli- 
gations, although  ready  substitutes  have  been  more 
than  willing  to  contribute  their  aid. 

With  such  predictions  as  the  croakers  favored  the 
Foot-Ball  Eleven,  the  team  had  but  little  encourage- 
ment at  the  start,  though  the  officials  of  the  Club  were 
in  marked  contrast,  especially  our  President,  Mr. 
Clark,  who  has  always  been  more  than  ready  to  help 
the  Foot-Ball  Eleven  in  any  way  that  lay  in  his  power  ; 
and  the  success  of  the  team  (as  of  the  Club)  is  due  to 
the  encouragement  of  such  men  as  Messrs.  R.  F.  Clark, 
Lawrence  Tucker,  H.  G.  Otis,  and  others. 

Probably  the  predictions  piqued  the  foot-ball  enthu- 
siasts rather  than  discouraged  them,  and  they  went  in 
determined  to  prove  that  the  I-told-you-so's  were  wrong 
for  once. 

Some  said,  "If  base-ball  was  not  a  success,  a  game 
where  there  is  no  danger  of  personal  injury,  where 
will  the  Foot- Ball  Eleven  bring  up  after  a  few  rough 
games?"  Though  one  or  two  men  have  been  slightly 
hurt,  the  outlook  to-day  is  brighter  and  more  promising 
than  at  any  time  yet  in  the  short  history  of  foot- ball  in 
the  Club. 
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Rugby  foot-ball  being  a  sport  of  the  present  day 
only,  the  younger  members  of  the  Club  give  it  their 
support,  the  older  men  taking  but  little  interest  in  the 
game.  Of  course,  as  the  game  becomes  better  known, 
and  as  time  goes  on,  more  interest  will  be  shown  ;  and 
the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  foot-ball  will  hold  a 
well-earned  position  among  the  most  popular  games 
in  the  long  list  of  American  sports.

B.    A.    A.    FIVES 


Tpie  game  that  is  called  "  fives,"  or  "  hand-ball,"  at 
the  Boston  Athletic  Association  is  really  neither  game, 
but  is  a  development  of  a  game  in  some  respects  like 
both,  and  in  others  quite  different.  The  court  was  an 
afterthought ;  and,  owing  to  its  small  size,  the  game  is 
played  under  a  set  of  rules  made  necessary  thereby. 
The  greatest  difficulty  has  been  with  the  rules.  There 
were  no  rules  that  the  game  could  be  played  under,  and 
members  playing  had  to  accept  the  rules  of  any  game 
covering  similar  points  ;  and  where  no  rule  could  be 
found,  a  rule  had  to  be  framed  for  the  occasion,  and  a 
precedent  be  established  which  stood  for  a  rule.  For 
the  coming  season  a  set  of  rules  should  be  agreed  upon 
and  printed,  and  an  effort  made  to  popularize  the  game. 
It  offers  by  far  the  best  means  of  any  game  in  the 
Club  of  conditioning  a  man,  and  a  man  who  can  stand 
a  bruising  game  of  five  sets  will  have  no  difficulty  in 
hardening  his  muscles  and  strengthening  his  wind  for 
any  athletic  contest  he  may  have  in  view. 

As  has  been  said,  the  court  is  a  trifle  narrower  and 
shorter  than  the  fives  court.  This  has  resulted  in  giving 
up  serving  from  alternate  sides,  and  the  server  serves 
continuously  from  the  left-hand  side  on  to  the  rear  wall 
and  then  on  the  rioht-side  wall ;  and  the  receiver  has  to 
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return  the  ball  as  it  comes  to  him,  against  the  right-side 
wall,  and  then  on  to  the  rear  wall.  This  prevents  a 
man  driving  a  ball  along  the  side  line,  and  gives  the 
server  a  chance  at  the  ball  somewhere  near  the  middle 
of  the  court.  The  ball  is  then  played  alternately  on 
the  "  fly,"  or  first  bound,  against  the  rear  wall,  and  the 
man  failing  to  return  it  is  served  out  or  loses  a  point. 
A  "  tell-tale,"  or  sounding-board,  some  inches  high, 
is  on  the  rear  wall,  and  the  ball  has  to  be  played  over 
this  ;  and  a  ball  striking  it  is  a  point  lost  to  the  striker. 
The  number  of  points  to  a  game  is  21  ;  at  19  all,  the 
receiver  may  elect  2  or  5  ;  and  at  20  all,  1  or  3.  Of 
course,  winding  your  adversai-y  gives  you  a  great  ad- 
vantage ;  and  a  man  has  to  keep  in  good  condition  for 
this  game,  as  a  man  who  is  kept  on  jump  continually, 
and  "  gives  out  in  his  wind,"  has  to  think  more  of  "  the 
preservation  of  energy "  than  of  following  the  little 
ball  bounding  speedily  all  over  the  court. 

By  far  the  most  effective  stroke  is  the  overhand  drive. 
The  ball  is  sent  along  very  fast,  and  on  a  line  ;  and  on 
touching  a  wall,  shoots  off,  and  gives  your  opponent 
small  chance  of  returning  it  effectively.  He  has  to  get 
it  back  as  he  can,  and  you  have  another  chance  to 
smash  it  again.  Working  your  man  along  the  side  line 
with  this  speedy  stroke  gives  him  little  chance  of 
effective  return,  and  his  stamina  has  to  be  of  the  best 
to  follow  this  style  of  play.  To  return  a  ball  effectively 
by  the  underhand  stroke  is  almost  useless  :  it  cannot 
get  up  near  the  speed  of  the  overhand  stroke,  and  on 
striking  the  rear  wall  leaves  it  slowly,  and  goes  high  in 
the  air,  and  gives  a  man  plenty  of  time  to  kill  it  to  his 
heart's  content.     Placing  adds  greatly  to  your  game. 
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and  one  to  be  successful  at  hand-lball  should  give  this 
careful  attention.  The  side-line  drive  will  test  your 
adversary's  skill  and  strength,  and  with  him  "  full  cry  " 
after  the  ball  at  this  style  of  play,  it  plays  havoc  with 
whatever  skill  he  may  have,  and  puts  his  wind  to  the 
severest  test. 

One  great  difficulty  has  been  to  get  gloves.  The 
game  is  quicker,  and  the  ball  goes  faster,  and  you 
have  less  time  to  hit  it  as  hard,  as  in  a  larger  court ; 
and  the  heavier  the  protection  to  your  hand,  the  better. 
The  palms  are  very  apt  to  get  full  of  stonebruises, 
and  the  joints  of  the  thumb  and  fingers  are  likely  to 
get  in  the  way  of  a  fast  ball,  and  fell  the  blow.  A 
glove  like  a  mitt,  with  fingers  together,  is  very  good 
for  the  left  hand,  —  I  might  say  it  is  the  best  covering 
for  this  hand,  as  the  protection  is  complete,  and  little 
hard  hitting  can  be  done  with  this  hand,  and  a  mitt  offers 
a  greater  chance  to  "scoop"  a  left-hander.  For  the 
right  hand,  a  heavy  glove  —  the  heavier  the  better, 
and  made  of  undressed  or  a  hard-surface  leather  —  is 
the  better  ;  the  palms  and  joints  to  be  well  protected  by 
additional  strips  of  leather. 

Unfortunately  the  game  is  as  yet  confined  to  a  few 
members,  —  not  over  a  dozen,  —  and  but  very  few  are 
in  any  way  proficient  at  the  sport.  Let  us  hope  an 
effort  will  be  made  this  season  to  increase  the  interest 
in  the  game,  and  the  Committee  will  codify  a  set  of 
rules.  An  effort  is  on  foot  to  have  a  glove  manu- 
factured, and  every  thing  should  be  done  to  foster  this 
sport.  Mr.  George  W.  Beals  is  the  champion  of  1890. 
He  is  easily  the  best  player  of  the  past  season ;  his 
overhand  stroke  is  quite  perfect ;    and   if   any  player 
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wishes  to  succeed  at  this  game,  he  will  do  well  to  study 
this  stroke  of  the  champion.

RULES. 


Rule  1.  The  court  shall  be  divided  by  lines  muning 
as  follows  :  one  from  the  front  to  the  rear  wall,  dividing 
the  court  into  two  equal  spaces  ;  two  lines  running  from 
one  side  wall  to  the  other,  and  dividing  the  court  into 
three  equal  spaces. 

Rule  2.  The  middle  spaces,  or  boxes,  thus  formed 
shall  be  designated  as  follows  :  that  on  the  right  the 
"  service,"  and  on  the  left  the  "  server's." 

Rule  3.  The  right  to  serve  shall  be  determined  by 
lot.  The  player  who  wins  shall  have  the  right  to  serve 
first. 

Rule  4.  The  server  in  serving  must  stand  wholly 
within  the  server's  box,  and  must  serve  the  ball  by 
tossing  it,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  throw  it. 

Rule  5.  The  ball  served  must  hit  first  the  front  wall 
above  the  highest  line,  and  then  the  right-hand  wall,  and 
must  drop  in  the  service  box.  Failure  to  do  this  shall 
count  a  fault,  and  two  faults  shall  put  the  server  out.  A 
ball  striking  the  lines  bounding  the  service  box  shall 
count  a  fault. 

Rule  6.  Hand-out  may  declare  that  he  was  not 
ready  for  the  service  ;  and  if  the  marker  decide  in  his 
favor,  the  ball  shall  be  served  over.  If  hand-out  make 
any  attempt  to  take  the  service,  he  cannot  claim  that 
he  was  not  ready. 

Rule  7.  In  returning  the  ball  from  service,  hand- 
out shall  strike  it  only  on  the  first  bound  (no  volleying 
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permitted)  ;  and  the  ball  shall  first  strike  the  right- 
hand  wall  and  then  the  front  wall  above  the  tell-tale, 
after  which  it  shall  be  in  play. 

Rule  8.  After  the  service  and  first  return,  the  ball 
is  returned  alternately  by  both  players,  either  on  the 
first  bound  or  by  volleying. 

Rule  9.  The  ball  in  every  case  must  be  hit  up  ; 
i.e.,  it  must  be  returned  to  the  front  wall  above  the 
tell-tale. 

Rule  10.  The  ball  must  be  fairly  hit  with  a  single 
blow  of  the  hand  or  wrist,  and  must  not  touch  any  other 
part  of  the  striker's  person  under  the  penalty  of  losing 
the  stroke.  It  must  not  be  caught  or  carried  in  any 
way  except  to  serve. 

Rule  11.  A  "  hindrance  "  may  be  claimed  when  a 
player  is  in  any  way  prevented  from  returning,  or  is 
impeded  in  his  attempt  to  return,  the  ball,  by  his  oppo- 
nent. A  stroke  which  hits  an  opponent  shall  be  called 
a  "  let,"  and  shall  not  count. 

Rule  12.  If  a  ball  returned  by  a  player  strike  that 
player  after  going  up,  the  point  shall  count  against  him. 
The  result  of  each  rally  (except  in  the  case  of  a  let  or 
hindrance)  shall  either  add  one  to  the  score  of  the 
server  or  put  him  out. 

Rule  13.  The  game  shall  be  21  points.  If  the 
players  are  at  19  all,  hand-out  can  set  the  game  at  5 
points  ;  and  at  20  all,  at  3  points. 

Rule  14.  During  the  service,  hand-out  shall  stand 
in  that  portion  of  the  court  which  is  behind  the  server's 
and  service  boxes. 

Rule  15.  All  championship  matches  shall  be  the 
best  3  of  5  sets. 


SQUASH    FIVES. 


The  hand-ball  court  is  as  yet  largely  devoted  to 
squash  rackets.  The  average  man  who  uses  this  court 
plays  this  game.  It  requires  no  great  amount  of  energy 
or  skill,  is  played  with  a  lawn-tennis  ball  and  bat, 
and  the  rules  of  the  racket  court  govern  the  game. 
Mr.  R.  D.  Sears  is  the  champion,  and  his  knowledge 
of  the  ball  and  bat  makes  him  infinitely  the  superior  of 
any  man  who  tries  his  hand  at  this  sport.

WATER    POLO. 


The  game  of  water  polo,  introduced  in  this  country 
by  Professor  John  Robinson  of  the  Boston  Athletic 
Association,  has  been  for  many  years  a  very  popular 
sport  in  England,  wliere  annually  a  championship  is 
played  for  by  a  league  of  swimming  clubs  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  ;  and  it  now  bids  fair  to  create  as 
great  an  interest  here. 

The  game  as  we  play  it,  however,  should  more 
properly  be  called  water  foot-ball,  there  being  as 
radical  a  difference  in  the  principle  as  exists  between 
the  present  game  of  foot- ball,  where  the  ball  is  carried 
by  a  player,  and  the  old  Association  game,  where  it  can 
only  be  kicked  or  struck  with  the  hand. 

In  the  English  version  of  water  polo  the  ball  is 
pushed  only,  and  cannot  be  thrown  or  carried  by  a 
player  ;  and  while  calling  for  perhaps  more  skill  and 
speed  in  swimming,  it  fails  to  commend  itself  to  the 
lovers  of  scientific  team  work  such  as  can  be  obtained 
from  passing  and  carrying  the  ball.  The  limited  size 
of  our  swimming  tanks  has  also  been  a  considerable 
factor  in  framing  our  present  rules. 

The  teams  consist  of  six  men  on  a  side,  who  at  the 
start  are  drawn  up  in  line  at  each  end  of  the  tank, 
read^?  to  secure  the  ball  (a  No.  3  Association  foot-ball) 
when  thrown  in  the  centre  by  the  referee. 
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The  fonnatiou  of  a  team  is  somewhat  similar  to  that 
of  a  foot-ball  eleven,  and  the  duties  of  the  men  are  more 
or  less  alike.  It  consists  of  a  centre  rasher,  right  and 
left  end  rashers,  half  back,  and  two  full  backs  or  goal 
keepers.  The  centre  rasher  should  in  every  case  be 
the  fastest  swimmer,  for  it  is  his  duty,  on  the  word 
"  Play  !  "  being  given,  to  secure  the  ball  for  his  side,  it 
being  of  great  advantage  in  the  game  to  do  so. 

The  right  and  left  side  rushers  swim  up  in  line  with 
the  centre,  all  three  supported  by  the  half  back,  who 
follows  them  up  some  few  yards  in  the  rear,  the  full 
backs  remaining  at  their  end  of  the  tank  to  protect  their 
goal  in  case  the  ball  is  lost  to  their  side  ;  and  the  object 
of  the  game  is  by  preconcerted  plans  and  signals  to 
pass  the  ball  from  one  to  the  other,  and  carry  it 
through  their  opponent's  line  until  the  goal  is  reached. 

To  do  this  successfully  the  player  must  make  up  his 
mind  to  give  up  any  idea  of  making  brilliant  individual 
plays,  as  experience  has  amply  proved  that  the  winning 
team  is  that  which  practises  strategy  in  passing  the 
ball,  and  does  not  rely  merely  on  the  expert  swimming 
or  brute  force  of  one  or  two  of  its  members. 

So  far  the  publicly-played  matches  have  not  brought 
out  any  marked  skill  in  team  tactics  such  as  is  seen  in 
the  "foot-ball"  of  to-day;  but  the  game  is  yet  in  its 
infancy,  and  every  season's  play  shows  what  scope  there 
is  for  a  good  captain  to  improve  his  men  with  logical 
and  systematic  coaching  and  the  use  of  plenty  of  head 
work. 

The  game  calls  for  rapid  swimming,  endurance, 
strength,  skill  in  wrestling,  and  the  use  of  good  judg- 
ment ;  and  as  a  means  for  making  men  feel  at  home  in 
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the  water  under  very  trying  circumstances,  too  much 
cannot  be  said  for  it. 

The  best  preparation  a  player  can  make  for  his  good 
physical  condition  is  that  which  applies  to  any  athletic 
exercise  calling  for  good  lung-power  and  endurance, 
most  important  among  which  is  giving  up  the  use  of 
tobacco.  He  should  take  plenty  of  sleep,  and  allow 
his  appetite  for  plain  food  full  sway,  as  continued 
immersion  in  the  water  will  do  much  towards  reducing 
a  man's  vitality  as  well  as  his  weight,  and  it  needs  a 
corresponding  increase  of  tissue-making  food  to  coun- 
teract it.  A  player  once  in  good  condition  will  feel  no 
unpleasant  effects  from  a  hard-fought  battle  of  twenty 
minutes. 

There  are  now  three  clubs  in  the  Eastern  States  who 
have  organized  teams,  the  latest  among  them  being  the 
New  York  Athletic  Club.  The  Boston  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation and  the  Providence  Swimming  Club  hold  the 
proud  position  of  pioneers,  having  played  a  series  of 
three  matches  last  season  for  the  United  States  Cham- 
pionship. The  honors  were  with  Providence  —  two 
games  to  one. 

It  is  now  expected  that  the  Manhattan  Athletic  Club 
will  take  hold  of  the  game  as  soon  as  they  are  settled 
in  their  new  house,  and  possibly  also  the  Athletic  Club 
of  the  Schuylkill  Navy,  Philadelphia,  so  that  for  next 
year  a  league  should  be  formed  and  a  championship 
played  for,  as  in  England. 

The  game  has  been  very  enthusiastically  received 
wherever  played,  and  the  prospects  are  most  encour- 
aging for  a  sport  which  every  lover  of  aquatics  must 
enjoy  and  appreciate.

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EULES. 

1.  The  Ball.  — The  ball  to  be  an  Association  foot- 
ball (No.  3)  not  less  than  eight  or  more  than  nine 
inches  in  diameter. 

2.  The  Goals.  — The  goals  to  be  boards  about  four 
feet  long  and  twelve  inches  wide,  marked  "goal"  in 
large  letters,  one  to  be  placed  at  either  end  of  the  tank 
about  eighteen  inches  above  water-line. 

3.  To  Score  a  Goal.  — To  score  a  goal,  the  board 
must  be  touched  by  the- ball  in  the  hand  of  an  opposing 
player,  and  the  greatest  number  of  goals  to  count  game. 

4.  Teams. — The  contesting  teams  shall  consist  of 
six  a  side,  with  one  reserve  man  who  can  take  the  place 
of  one  of  his  side  in  case  of  disablement,  and  receive 
prize  if  on  winning  side. 

5.  Time.  —  Time  of  play,  twenty  minutes  —  ten 
minutes  each  way  and  five  minutes'  rest  at  half  time. 

6.  Captains.  — The  captains  shall  be  playing  mem- 
bers of  the  teams  they  represent,  and  shall  toss  for 
choice  of  ends  of  tank.  The  ends  to  be  changed  at 
half  time. 

7.  Starting  Game.  —  Game  to  be  started  by  referee 
throwing  ball  into  centre  of  tank,  at  the  same  time 
blowing  a  whistle. 

8.  Out  of  Play.  —  Ball  going  out  of  the  tank  to  be 
thrown  in  centre  opposite  where  it  crosses  bounds. 

9.  Interference.  —  No  player  is  allowed  to  inter- 
fere with  an  opponent  unless  such  an  opponent  is  in 
actual  contact  with  the  ball  or  within  three  feet  of  it. 

Any  player  transgressing  this  rule  shall  be  guilty  of 
a  foul. 
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It  shall  also  be  a  foul  to  hold  a  player  by  any  portion 
of  his  costume. 

10.  No  Player  to  be  placed  in  his  Opponent's 
Goal.  —  A  mark  shall  be  placed  on  either  side  of  the 
tank  four  feet  from  each  goal,  and  no  player  may  come 
within  his  opponent's  goal  line  (an  imaginary  line  be- 
tween these  two  marks)  until  the  ball  is  put  in  play 
within  it. 

The  goal-keepers  of  the  side  are  alone  exempt  from 
this  rule. 

It  shall  be  a  foul  to  cross  this  line  ahead  of  the  ball. 

11.  Resuming  Play  after  Goal.  —  Upon  a  goal 
being  gained,  the  opposing  teams  go  to  their  own  end 
of  the  tank,  and  the  ball  is  thrown  by  referee  into  the 
centre  on  play  being  resumed. 

12.  Umpires.  —  Teams  shall  have  an  umpire  at  each 
goal  line,  who,  upon  goal  being  made,  shall  notify  ref- 
eree, who  will  blow  a  whistle  and  announce  the  same. 

13.  Referee.  —  The  referee  shall  decide  all  fouls; 
and  if  in  his  opinion  a  player  commits  a  wilful  foul,  he 
shall  be  cautioned  for  his  first  offence,  and  for  the 
second  the  referee  shall  have  power  to  order  him  out  of 
the  water  until  a  goal  has  been  scored. 

14.  TiBiE  GIVEN  TO  DISPUTE. — Time  occupied  by 
disputes  shall  not  be  reckoned  as  in  the  time  of  play.

ROWING 


Tpie  Boston  Athletic  Association  was  represented  on 
the  water  for  the  first  time  in  the  spring  of  1889.  At 
that  time  the  Association  had  no  boat-house,  boats,  or 
oars,  so  that  the  obstacles  to  be  overcome  in  organizing 
a  crew  were  very  great.  The  temporary  use  of  the 
Crescent  Boat-house  was  obtained,  and  an  eight-oared 
shell  and  oars  were  borrowed  from  Harvard.  The 
remoteness  of  the  boat-house  made  regular  practice 
extremely  difficult.  The  captain  finally  succeeded, 
however,  in  getting  together  a  crew  which  made  a  very 
creditable  showing.  It  was  wholly  composed  of  old 
oarsmen,  and  no  attempt  was  made  to  train  new  men. 

The  training  was  quite  short,  so  that  probably  no  one 
of  the  crew  was  in  his  best  form  at  the  time  of  the 
race  ;  but  the  crew  was  fast  for  a  short  distance,  and 
with  continued  practice  would  have  been  a  formidable 
one. 

In  its  only  race,  against  the  Harvard  Varsity  and 
Union  Boat  Club  eights,  the  crew  took  the  lead  at  the 
start,  and  rowed  in  excellent  form  for  about  half  a 
mile,  after  which  the  Varsity  drew  ahead,  and  the 
Boston  Athletic  Association  showed  less  life,  but  kept 
a  good  lead  on  the  Union. 

In  1890  the  management  decided  to  establish  a  per- 
manent  boating   department.     A   floating    boat-house 
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was  built,  and  moored  at  the  foot  of  Cliestuut  Street. 
An  eiglit-oared  shell,  two  four-oared  working  boats,  and 
three  light  singles  were  bought,  an  eight-oared  barge 
hired  for  the  season,  and  sets  of  oars  for  these  boats 
were  bought.  The  boat-house  was  kept  open  from 
April  1st  to  November  1st,  and  was  much  used  by 
members  who  kept  their  own  boats  there,  as  well  as  by 
those  who  used  the  Club  boats.  During  the  summer  a 
considerable  interest  in  sculling  sprang  up,  and  was 
limited  only  by  the, number  of  boats  Avhich  could  be 
furnished. 

In  the  latter  part  of  March  a  number  of  men  went 
into  training  for  an  eight-oared  crew.  They  were  at 
first  much  hindered  by  the  want  of  proper  boats  and 
oars  ;  but  from  about  the  middle  of  April  they  practised 
very  regularly,  and  showed  rapid  improvement.  Several 
of  the  men  had  little  or  no  experience  in  shell  rowing, 
and  the  fact  that  at  the  end  of  May  the  crew  rowed 
distinctly  well,  shows  that  much  can  be  done  in  two 
months  by  hard  work. 

In  the  race  with  Bowdoin  the  Boston  Athletic  Asso- 
ciation crew  led  for  nearly  a  mile,  and,  when  passed  by 
their  opponents,  kept  up  a  dogged  struggle  to  the  end, 
gaining  slightly  in  the  last  quarter  of  a  mile,  and  push- 
ing Bowdoin  hard  to  the  finish. 

The  Boston  Athletic  Association  is  now  in  a  position 
to  carry  on  boating  actively  from  the  opening  of  the 
season,  and  a  small  additional  outlay  would  enable 
many  more  members  to  be  accommodated  than  is  now 
possible.  During  the  season  of  1891  the  boat-house 
should  be  extensively  used,  not  only  by  men  who  train 
to  represent  the  Club  in  competitive  contests,  but  also

ATHLETICS, 


Undp:r  Article  II.  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Boston 
Athletic  Association  we  read :"  The  object  of  this 
Association  shall  be  to  encourage  all  manly  sports,  and 
promote  physical  culture."  The  Athletic  Committee  can 
certainly  look  back  with  satisfaction  at  past  events,  and 
feel  that  these  objects  have  been  fulfilled.  It  can  be 
safely  said,  that  of  all  the  clubs  in  the  country  to-day, 
none  have  worked  more  for  the  advancement  of  the 
sport  than  the  Boston  Athletic  Association.  We  have 
spared  neither  trouble  nor  expense  to  foster  and  encour- 
age amateur  athletics  in  New  England.  This  was  no 
small  undertaking  in  view  of  the  previous  condition  of 
affairs  in  this  section.  Very  little  regard  had  been 
given  to  the  definition  of  an  amateur,  and  it  was  fre- 
quently the  case  that  an  athlete  competed  in  an  amateur 
and  professional  event  the  same  day,  and  no  question  of 
his  standing  would  be  brought  forward.  From  the  day 
the  Boston  Athletic  Association  issued  their  circulars 
of  the  meeting  of  February  14,  1890,  a  gradual  change 
for  the  better  has  been  wrought,  until  to-day  the 
Amateur  Athletic  Union  rule  is  well  understood  and 
respected.  Of  course,  it  was  impossible  for  tlie  Club 
to  find  sufficient  material  for  so  lar.oe  a  meeting  in  the 
ranks  of  local  amateurs,  and  the  large  clubs  in  New 
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York  were  asked  to  give  this  meeting  their  support  and 
encouragement  by  sending  representatives.  This  they 
did  to  every  one's  satisfaction,  and  the  result  was  one 
of  the  largest  and  finest  athletic  gatherings  ever  given 
in  this  country.  This  meeting  was  but  the  beginning. 
The  expenses  were  very  heavy,  and  the  arrangements 
were  carried  on  regardless  of  cost.  In  March  a  meet- 
ing was  given  for  the  luterscholastic  Athletic  Associ- 
ation, as  the  Athletic  Committee  of  the  Boston  Athletic 
Association  thought  that  here  was  a  good  field  for  work 
in  giving  this  young  association  needed  encouragement. 
The  prizes  were  given  by  this  Association,  and  all 
expenses  were  met  by  us.  Although  proving  an  item  of 
expense  to  the  Club,  it  was  money  well  spent,  for  it 
was  the  beginning  of  an  annual  meeting  which  will  be 
sure  to  pay  for  itself  in  the  future.  Following  these 
generous  views,  the  Club  offered  to  give  the  Annual  In- 
door Championships  of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union. 
This  meeting  was  attended  by  over  thirty-five  hundred 
persons  ;  and  though  the  expenses  were  very  heavy, 
there  was  a  small  profit  to  turn  over  to  the  treasury 
of  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union.  The  members  of  the 
Club  patronized  these  exhibitions  beyond  all  expecta- 
tions, and  we  owe  our  success  in  these  meetings  to  this 
support.  When  the  tour  of  the  Salford  Harriers  of 
England  was  proposed,  the  Boston  Athletic  Association 
readily  fell  in  with  the  plans  of  the  Manhattan  Ath- 
letic Club,  and  offered  to  take  one  of  the  dates  and 
give  a  joint  meeting  in  this  city.  This  meeting  was  not 
the  success  that  it  should  have  been,  as  the  Club  was 
badly  handicapped  by  not  having  proper  grounds,  and 
the  track  and  weather  were  decidedly  against  the  sue- 
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cess  of  the  venture.  Notwithstanding  this,  tlie  meeting 
was  profitable.  During  the  fall,  games  for  members 
and  open  games  have  been  given  on  the  Irvington  Oval 
and  in  the  Gymnasium.  The  Club  has  been  retarded  by 
not  having  grounds  for  the  men  to  train  on.  This  has 
been  overcome  the  past  summer  by  securing  permission 
to  lay  out  a  track  on  the  Irvington  Street  grounds. 
This  place,  though  small,  has  proven  a  source  of  great 
profit,  athletically,  to  the  Club,  and  its  value  cannot  be 
over-estimated.  It  is  easy  of  access,  and  the  men  have 
been  pleased  with  the  fact  that  they  have  so  convenient 
a  place  to  go  to.  On  this  ground  we  have  given 
games,  and  they  have  always  been  successful.  They 
have  been  the  means  of  bringing  out  our  own  men  to 
compete  against  others,  and  we  have  always  had  large 
fields  of  starters  in  all  the  events  we  have  given.  The 
track  is  eight  laps  to  the  mile  ;  and,  as  the  corners  are 
raised,  races  can  be  run  on  it  as  well  as  a  larger  track. 
The  straight  is  one  hundred  yards,  and  it  will  be 
lengthened  during  the  coming  season  to  one  hundred 
and  twenty.  This  will  enable  us  to  give  any  athletic 
event,  excepting  the  two  hundred  and  twenty  yards 
races.  These  meetings  on  the  Oval  have  been  given 
without  any  admission  being  charged,  and  any  person 
can  see  them. 

During  the  fall  and  winter  an  interest  was  aroused 
in  cross-country  running.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the 
best  sports  of  the  day,  especially  during  the  cold 
weather.  The  first  open  run  ever  given  in  New  Eng- 
land was  given  by  the  Boston  Athletic  Association  on 
Thanksgiving  Day,  and  we  had  over  twenty-five 
starters.     The   run   on   Christmas    Day   brought    out 
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twenty-eight  starters,  though  the  Harvard  men  were  on 
then-  vacation.  This  proved  an  increase  in  the  interest 
in  the  sport,  as  the  men  in  the  latter  run  represented 
more  clubs  than  in  the  first.  We  have  a  cross-country 
course,  laid  out  by  Mr.  A.  D.  Peck,  Jr.,  and  myself, 
which  is  about  seven  miles  in  length,  and  I  think  is  the 
hardest  course  in  the  country. 

On  April  6,  1889,  the  first  "  points  in  open  competi- 
tion "  were  won  for  the  Club  by  G.  B.  Morison  and  G. 
W.  Beals  in  an  open  hare  and  hounds  run.  Since  that 
time  the  Club  has  been  represented  in  various  meetings, 
and  it  has  compelled  the  respect  of  all  its  rivals.  The 
growth  in  this  line  has  been  marvellous,  and  has  been 
commented  on  throughout  the  country.  There  is  not  a 
club  to-day  which  has  made  so  great  a  success  in  this 
line  as  the  Boston  Athletic  Association.  As  before 
stated,  the  first  points  were  made  in  the  beginning  of 
1889.  One  year  later,  from  January  1 ,  1890,  to  January 
1,  1891,  the  Boston  Athletic  Association  has  entered 
eighty  men  in  open  events,  and  these  members  have  won 
seventeen  first,  nineteen  second,  and  eight  third  prizes. 
This  is  a  percentage  of  over  fifty,  and  I  do  not  think  it 
can  be  equalled  by  any  club  in  the  country.  We  have 
won  one  National  Championship  (sparring),  and  two 
firsts  and  two  seconds  at  the  Eastern  Championships, 
a  second  and  a  third  at  the  Indoor  Championships,  and 
two  seconds  and  two  thirds  at  the  National  Athletic 
Championships.  This,  in  the  second  year  of  its  active 
existence,  is  a  record  of  which  the  Club  can  justly  feel 
proud'.  From  having  a  few  men  who  could  represent  us 
in  open  games,  we  have  to-day  nearly  fifty  men  who  can 
acquit  themselves  creditably  in  any  class  of  competi- 
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tions.  Wherever  our  men  have  been  to  represent  the 
Club  they  have  always  met  with  the  most  cordial  recep- 
tion, and  have  created  a  very  favorable  impression. 

Last  spring  Mr.  R.  S.  Milton  presented  the  Club 
with  a  solid  silver  cup,  to  be  used  to  further  the  ath- 
letic interests  of  the  Club.  The  Athletic  Committee 
decided  to  give  it  for  the  all-round  championship  of 
the  Club.

21st,  and  was  won  by  N.  F.  Doherty.  The  coming 
season  the  contest  will  be  repeated,  and  will  be  more 
interesting,  as  there  will  be  more  competitors. 

During  the  spring  and  summer  of  1891  a  series -of 
games  have  been  arranged,  and  in  these  and  other  open 
games  the  Club  will  undoubtedly  keep  up  its  good 
record  of  the  past.
